The Vermont Housing & Conservation Board shall in accordance with its statute, 10VSA Chapter
15, seek to utilize capital bill and transfer tax allocation in a balanced way.

Priorities for conservation shall include conservation projects along waterways and flood plains
with easement provisions that will protect or enhance the surface waters of the state. The
Board may also prioritize conservation projects that protect headwaters in Vermont.

In allocating conservation funding the Board should seek to maximize the availability of federal
matching funds from the NRCS, ALE and RCPP grant programs.

The highest priority shall be for protection and water quality improvement in the Lake
Champlain Basin, and the Board shall seek to utilize at least one-half of its conservation
expenditures, but no less than $1,000,000, for this purpose in FY2016. They may also target
funding for improving water quality along the Connecticut River and Lake Memphremagog.

The utilization of the Capital Bill for housing shall consider and prioritize the following activities:

Housing development with support services that help reduce other pressures on the state
budgets (i.e., avoidance of nursing homes, prisons, state hospital, G.A. costs for motels).

Projects and activities that improve the overall rental housing market for lower income
Vermonters.

Projects that preserve/develop existing housing especially in/or adjacent to our
downtowns and village centers or retain rental assistance for residents.

In its Annual Report by January 31, 2016 and 2017, the Board shall advise as to how it is
meeting these goals.
